It purijortfi to be — and what the/ puy 
for. The nrt of making things iooH 
what ihey nre not extenda to n'^arly 
everything we eat, pnd this unblush.- 
Ing deception of the public goes on 
VDchecked. 

A }ar or "red currant &nA raspberry 
Jam" recently purchaee<i bore the 
words, "Prepared from fresh-gathered 
fruit and the finest reaned sugar." 
It was found to contain, on analysis, 
not currontfl or raspberries, but tur- 
nlpB an* carrots, w:th a iittio cheap 
sugar, favouring essence, and colour- 
ing matter, and the p^ii were made 
up or sawdust or the sweepings of a 
fleedsman's warehouse. 

SoiTiB "plcklns" again sre composed 
of bait-decayed vegetables, the cheap- 
est vtneear obtainable, w'th a dash 
of sulphuric aold to fslve the concoc- 
tion the Jicceasary "bite," Cotree 
a)ao, which easily lends itself to 
adulteration, Is frequently composed 
of acorns, beans, burnt figs, and 
chestnuts, roasted and ground up 



together, and, to add a spec'al flavour, 
liver ia baked bard and ground up 
with the rest. The coffee-berry can- 
not he found; it does not appear to 
be a neceaaary ingredient, and thou- 
sands of people drink what they pur- 
chase for coffee, aud believe to be 
coffee, when in reality they are not 
drinking coffee at all. 

What Is known aa "Worcester- 
ah're" sauce may be bought at a 
penny a bottle, but -It has neither 
been manufactured at Worcester, nqr 
doea it contain the Insredienta of the 
celebrated eauca of that uauie. It 
la made of the dlatlllatlon of etay 
kind of liver, flavoured w th onlon- 
parlnga roasted.— British Social . Ga- 
zette. ■

"Nest to 
nieat. l.read nnd butter," he says, 
"sugar s thL' most necessary food. 
This i-i; he tested by leaving off |iie 
aftp;- 'ortlons of the mid-day rneal. 
such TiS the desserts, which contain 
sugar, a process whicb will almost 
surely he followed by an unsatisfied 
fpellnc. A boyn dinnpr-pa'l is not 
considered proper'y equipped to sat- 
isfy a good appetite unless it con- 
tains a generous p'ece of pie and pos- 
slbh- some cookes or doughnuts as 
well." 

Thus the craving of ctlldrea for 
candles is perfectly nnrmal. and par- 
ents may perhaps be doins thuir 
children a wrong in denyog them 
candy in moderat'oo.

Radium seems to be an esceediag:? 
scarce article, and its price is corre- 
spondingly high. U is staled tbsx. tha 
coat of a s'ngle ouace is three m'lllon 
dollars. The demaud for it greatly 
exceeds the supply, and the Brm 
which contracted to supply radiuta ts 
the British Radium Institute ia anablj 
to obtain anytb'ng like the quantity 
required, ^bich is one-Sftb of sa 
ounce. The oniy ratllum ^apiislt := 
England Is at St. Ives, Cornwa]!, and 
only one-twentieth of an onace of tbe 
precious substance has been obtained

Giving 
with Him Ib like the rolling forth of 
a m'ghty river which cannot be re- 
Etralned, He glve.i hecauEo He just 
loves to give— because He cannot help 
It.

Any other Wnd of God than tbia 
would really hp repugnant lo oar 
whole solJon of what Is Irtvine. tPe 
could Bot tolerate a selfieb being.

we inl^ht fly from him; we sbou'd 
t'CrUilnly not want to trust him, He 



might inspire na wlm awe, aid £11 
our trembling eouIe witb ensety 
about hifl power over cs and bis feel- 
ings towards us, but we certaimly 
could never love bim.

Memories of Ancient Egypt

people the deserted hatla w.th the 
regal llguros of their former rrmatpm 
First comes UBurtPiPji, the mighty 
builder, who Issued his royal mandate, 
unil Urn gloiiuuri T(.i.,iil, uf IhL Gun 
arose In HoIlopoUs The nnxt flu'ire 
of mark Is oiiothoi UaurlPnen, the 
oblef m'litnry hero of the Old Hnipirp, 
tvho oxtondod the boidora of Iilg}pt 
jjast the second catarart, Ainenemlmt 
"the Good" follows He <t was who 
made the great T.alce Moeiig. thus 
placing Egypt beyond the danger of 
famine, and upon Its banks construct- 
ed the marvel of his a^o— the celebrat- 
ed "Ijabyrlntn," coiialdei i»d by the 
audeutH to surimss even the Pyramids 
In wonder.

warriors and ' drove tbe followers of 
the "Shepherd Kings" back Into Asia. 
Thotlunea, Hatahepu, Amepphs, and 
Rameses I. follow, and now comes the 
impoa:ng form of Setee, "the Pnaraoh 
of the Oppression. " Not tall, hut 
broad-shouldered and of massive build, 
face and figure alke full of majesty, 
he sweeps on through bis marble balls 
calmly, grandly, too proud to Itwk 
even disdainful.

But Rameses Iff. comes sow. Mark

against all h'a enemies Is triumph, 
"and that face now so ssrese anS sa- 
inohlle has glowed so oCtesj with the 
flush of victory ttiat we wonder it 
should ever tiecosie i^'.e and irac- 
quil again. But. hia wars over, this 
Pharaoh cultivated all the arts of 
iseace. and the last great temple bn It 
by an GgypUan k'.&g was the one 
raised by him at Thebfea to coni- 
niemotate his uii'liary ai3<3 o^ir&i &ul-- 
cesses era he — aa baa been so sirnnlv 
and - beaatlfally , recorded— "o^er the 
whole land of E^ypt planted trees and 
shrubs to s!vc ths Inbsbrtaats rcit 
under ths'r cool shade."

The descendants of HsEesea go by 
but none are of any tzote till Sher^ionk 
arises.
